Is is further estimat 
ed that the Canadlan wheat. crop in 
1926 reurned $442,673,000 to its pro-! 
ducers, as compared whh $459,119,200 
in 1925. and $320,362,000 in 1924. Tak- 
ing the figures of the last Canadian 
census approximately $650 was 
tributed to every farm in Canada from 
the wheat crop alone in 1926

New Device For 
Motor Car Headlights. 

The Visolite Transparent Deflector
